Let's  get  it  right

Disney  continued  to  produce 
"R"  rated  movies. 

Certainly,  then,  it  was  proper 
for  the  Southern  Baptists  to 
impress  punitive  measures 
upon  Disney,  in  order  that  it, 
and  all  similarly  situated,  may 
come  to  appreciate  that,  when 
the  SBC  demands  action  or  for¬ 
bearance,  corporate  giants  had 
better  queue  upand  take  notice. 
Inasmuch  as  Disney  manage¬ 
ment  would  not  fall  to  their 
knees  in  prayer,  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC)  had  a 
duty  to  beat  them  into  that  posi¬ 
tion  through  financial  ruin  — 
all  this  in  tne  precious  name  of 
Jesus,  of  course.  Therefore,  the 
SBC  called  for  its  Second 
Annual  Disney  Boycott. 

Admittedly,  the  above  is  a 
silly  scenario.  Certainly,  no 
Christian  organization  would 
stoop  to  such  reactionary  non¬ 
sense. 

•However,  notwithstanding 
the  best  of  motives,  the  SBC's 
action  in  calling  for  a  Disney 
boycott  demonstrates  a  nega¬ 


tive  Christianity  at  best.  All 
who  are  interested  have  been 
put  on  notice  that  the  SBC 
intends  for  Southern  Baptists  to 

fmnish  Disney  financially,  sole- 
y  because  that  corporation 
refuses  to  alter  iis  conduct  to 
conform  with  Southern 
Baptists'  mores.  Christians 
have  no  moral  or  scriptural 
authority  to  make  such  a 
demand,  and  reason  dictates 
that  Disney  will  not  comply. 

Will  there  be  a  recognizable 
boycott?  Probably  not.  There 
wasn't  last  year.  Probably  the 
theme  parks  will  be  visited  in 
record  numbers  this  year. 
Where  else  can  Christian  par¬ 
ents  find  a  more  wholesome 
entertainment  for  their  chil¬ 
dren?  Should  Baptist  parents 
proscribe  Hercules?  Only  the 
children  would  be  the  losers. 

The  net  effect  of  the  SBC's 
boycott  call  is  that  a  relatively 
few,  well  meaning  Southern 
Baptists  have  once  again  cast  all 
of  us  in  the  role  of  reactionaries, 
devoid  of  love  and  totally  intol¬ 


erant,  a  state  of  heart  that  no 
one  would  wish  to  emulate.  No, 
we  didn't  get  it  right.  What  a 
shame,  because  that  is  not  an 
accurate  picture  of  us  — 
Southern  Baptists  are  loving, 
caring  individuals,  affirmative 
in  their  outlook  and  tolerant  of 
others'  right-to  be;wrong. 

However,  the'  face  is  not 
over.  We  will  try  again  next 
year.  We  will  practice  hard,  and 
maybe  we  will  get  it  right. 
Maybe  the  SBC  will  call  for  a 
Christian  family  weekend  at 
Disney  World,  a  weekend  in 
which  Baptists  can  demon¬ 
strate  those  wholesome  family 
characteristics  that  thinking 
parents  do  wish  to  emulate.  Or, 
maybe  it  will  call  for  some 
other  positive  action.  Maybe 
we  will  remember  that 
Christianity  is  not  about  stomp¬ 
ing  out  sin  —  but  about  love; 
about  opening  our  hearts  to  all 
people,  even  though  we  dis¬ 
agree  strongly  with  their 
lifestyle;  about  showing  our 
love,  despite  our  differences; 
about  reaching  out  to  those 
whose  actions  we  reject. 

Christianity  is  an  affirmative 
state.  In  fact,  until  the  SBC  next 
year,  maybe  we  should  put  a 
sign  on  each  Sunday  School 
classroom  proclaiming,  "Only 
affirmative  Christianity  spoken 
here." 

Next  year,  let's  get  it  right.

Miss.  CP  tops  budget 


SBC  CP  increases  14% 


NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  —  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
(SBC)  Cooperative  Program  (CP)  receipts  for  July  increased 
more  than  14%  over  July  19%  while  year-to-date  receipts 
climbed  to  nearly  6%  over  the  previous  period,  according  to 
Morris  H.  Chapman,  president  and  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  SBC  Executive  Committee. 

July  1997  CP  receipts  totaled  $13,036,519  compared  to  July 
1996  of  $11,411,336,  an  increase  of  $1,625,182  or  14.24%. 

For  the  SBC's  fiscal  year  to  date,  October  through  July,  CP  gifts 
totaled  $129,894,847  compared  to  the  previous  year  of 
$122334,012,  an  increase  of  $7,060334  for  the  10  months  or  5.75%. 

Designated  gifts  for  July  1997  dropped  $444,640  over  last 
year.  For  July,  $4,254,583  was  received  compared  to  July  1996  of 
$4,699,223,  a  9.46%  decrease. 

For  the  year  to  date,  designated  gifts  totaled  $135,596,519 
compared  to  the  same  period  last  year  of  $133,130,017,  an 
increase  of  $2,466,501  or  1 .85% 

For  the  SBC's  Program  Allocation  Budget,  the  July  1997 
totals  surpassed  the  required  monthly  budget  requirement  — 
$12,087,791  —  by  $948,727  or  735%.  For  the  fiscal  year  to  date, 
the  CP  gifts  have  surpassed  the  budget  requirement  — 
$120377,915  —  by  $9,016,931  or  7.46%. 


As  of  the  end  of  July,  Mississippi  Baptists'  gifts  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  were  more  man  a  million  dollars  ahead  of 
budget,  according  to  Bill  Causey,  executive  director-treasurer  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board,  which  disburses  the  funds. 

The  1997  Cooperative  Program  budget  of  $24,145,086,  needs 
a  monthly  average  (or  pro  rata  amount)  of  $2,012,090.50  to  be 
reached.  For  the  first  seven  months  of  theyear,  $14,084,634 
would  be  needed.  Since  a  total  of  $15,401,0 77  has  been  given, 
this  means  that  the  pro  rata  amount  has  been  exceeded  by 
$1,316,433,  or  9.35%. 

Also,  July  gifts  of  $2,621,974  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  by  Mississippi  Baptist  churches  were  the  second  high¬ 
est  monthly  giving  total  in  history, 

July  gifts  were  second  in  size  only  to  January  of  this  year 
which  totaled  $2,922,651.  The  next  highest  month  was  January 
of  1996  which  brought  in  $2,586,166. 

Gifts  for  the  first  seven  months  of  1997  exceed  the  total  for 
the  same  period  of  19%  by  $1,005,879. 

"The  gift  giving  attitude  of  Mississippi  Baptist  churches 
toward  missions,  evangelism  and  Christian  higher  education 
continues  to  honor  God  and  Mississippi  Baptists'  plan  for 
reaching  Mississippi  and  the  world  for  Jesus,"  said  Causey.

GLORIETA,  N.M.  (BP)  — 
International  Mission  Board

gious  groups  from  overseas 
that  are  raising  funds  in  the 
United  States. 

IMB  President  Jerry  Rankin 
said  a  number  of  overseas 
national  groups  are  seeking 
Southern  Baptist  funds,  are 
making  unproven  promises  of 
missionary  successes,  and  are 
using  practices  the  1MB  ques¬ 
tions  missiologicallv.

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Missourians  'plug  in'  Moss  Point  ministry

On  a  steamy,  hot  Wednesday 
morning,  youth  minister  Scott 
Watson  of  First  Church, 
Springfield,  Mo.,  gathers  his 
group  outside  the  gym  doors  of 
a  Moss  Point  school.  There  is  a 
summer  YMCA  program  in  the 
building.  His  group  is  plugging 
in  with  the  staff  of  the  to  do 
mission  work. 

There  is  a  change  in  plans  for 
the  day  because  of  a  reading 
program  on  Wednesdays, 
Watson  tells  the  group  of  34 
youth  and  10  adults.  "So,  we'll 
all  do  reading  with  them," 
Watson  says. 

Doing  mission  work 
demands  flexibility,  Watson 
observed.  He  knows  a  lot  about 
mission  trips.  Every  year  he 
leads  a  mission  choir  trip. 

"Last  year  we  went  to 
Wyoming,"  he  said.  They  have 
also  been  to  Dolphin  Island, 


Ala.,  the  Pacific  Northwest,  and 
Montana. 

The  First  Church, 
Springfield,  Mo.  group  is  the 
fifth  group  of  the  summer  in  the 
Pascagoula /Moss  Point  area. 

Ernie  Sadler,  director  of  mis¬ 
sions  for  Jackson  Association  in 
Pascagoula,  said  mission  groups 
come  in  starting  in  late  May 
through  the  middle  of  August. 

This  is  such  a  regular  and 
vital  part  of  their  mission  strat¬ 
egy  that  the  association  con¬ 
verted  an  older  office  building 
into  a  dorm  capable  of  sleeping 
25  people. 

Sadler  said  they  will  host 
groups  from  Tennessee, 
Alabama,  Arkansas,  and 
Missouri,  as  well  as  in-state 
roups  from  Vicksburg, 
ranaon,  Jackson,  West  Point 
and  Kosciusko.  ’ 

Watson  recognizes  that  the 
youth  mission  trip  is  a  dual 
ministry.  It  often  does  as  much 
for  those  on  the  trip  and  the 


church  back  home  as  it  does  for 
those  at  the  mission  sight. 

"God  has  some  divine 
appointments,"  he  said.  "We 
pray  for  who  will  be  here.  A  lot 
of  little  boys  and  girls  will  give 
their  hearts  to  Jesus  this  week, 
but  it  also  works  both  ways  tor 
the  children  of  Pascagoula  and 
for  our  youth,"  he  added. 

"We  are  in  the  business  here 
of  building  memories,  the  kind 
of  things  to  which  kids  can 
anchor  tneir  lives. 

"I've  got  teens  who  will  soon 
be  in  college.  I  hope  we  are 
planting  something  deep  so 
that  when  they  come  to  what 
God  wants  them  to  do  with 
their  lives  they  will  remember 
this  experience  and  consider 
what  he  wants,"  Watson  said. 

One  of  those  teens  is  17-year- 
old  Jeremy  Shuler  of 
Springfield.  This  is  his  fifth 
mission  trip. 

"There  is  no  experience  like 
a  mission  trip,"  Shuler  said.  "It 
brings  you  closer  to  God  so  that 
you  understand  his  power." 

Shuler  plans  to  attend  col¬ 
lege  after  graduating  from  high 
school  next  year  and  major  in 
religion  or  Bible. 

Reggie  Barnes  is  a  third 
grader  from  Pascagoula.  He  is 
one  of  125  children  who  have 
been  coming  to  the  "Y"  pro¬ 
gram  every  day  this  summer. 

According  to  Reggie,  this 
week  has  been  special. 

"I  like  coming  here  because 
its  fun.  I  like  basketball  and 
football,  and  I  learned  about 
God,"  Reggie  said. 

When  asked  if  he  likes  the 
youth  from  Missouri,  Reggie 
smiles  and  says,  "They  be  fun!" 

James  Denson  is  a  school 
teacher  and  a  coach  during  the 
year,  but  during  the  summer  he 
serves  as  site  director  for  the 
"Y"  program. 

Denson  said  the  YMCA  is 


based  on  spiritual  values  and  he 
feels  the  mission  group  serves  to 
"enhance  what  we  already  do." 

On  the  floor  of  the  school 
library  Triesa  Lee  tells  the  Gospel 
by  helping  children  make 
bracelets  of  colored  beads.  She 
holds  up  a  white  bead  and 
explains  that  the  white  stands  for 
the  purity  of  forgiveness  of  sins. 

"All  you  have  to  do  is  ask 
Jesus  to  come  into  your  heart  to 
have  your  sins  forgiven,"  she 
explained  to  Erica,  a  sixth  grad¬ 
er  from  Moss  Point. 

After  five  days  of  hot, 
sweaty  work,  the  Missouri 
youth  packed  up  and  headed 
for  home  with  the  satisfied  feel¬ 
ing  that  lives  have  been  change. 

Jeremy  Shuler  says,  "We 
have  made  some  real  connec¬ 
tions  with  some  of  the  kids.  The 
spirit  has  been  working  on 
some  of  them.  Three  or  four 
have  already  accepted  Christ." 

"Everyone  grows  and  is 
made  closer  to  God  (on  a 
mission  trip),"  he  observed. 
"We  come  back  on  a  real  high 
and  we  understand  God  in  a 
new  way."

When  our  junior  high  choir  understood

I  recalled  Jesus'  words  as  I  looked  out  at 
the  landscape  rolling  past:  "Go  ye  there¬ 
fore,  and  beach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
In  die  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com¬ 


manded  you;  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you 
always,  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  world." 

Two  months  before  the  trip  our  leaders 
had  prayed  and  counseled  with  us.  By  the 
time  we  got  to  our  destination  we  were 
ready  to  do  battle  with  Satan  for  lost  souls. 

Our  weapons  were  God's  word,  prayer, 
faith,  hope,  and  love.  The  greatest  of  these 
is  love!  We  saw  first  hand  how  God's  love 
can  overcome  fear,  shyness,  hatefulness, 
greed,  pride,  and  any  other  obstacle  Satan 
can  throw  at  us.

The  next  day  we  had  twenty  boys  and 
girls  in  our  Baclc  Yard  Bible  Study. 

What  a  great  and  wonderful  time!  We 
told  about  God's  love  and  how  Jesus  came 
in  love  to  save  us  and  how  the  Holy  Spirit 
is  here  guiding  us  and  helping  us. 

We  will  never  forget  the  faces  and  voic¬ 
es  in  Birmingham  as  they  called  upon  the 
Lord  to  save  and  guide  tneir  lives. 

One  last  thing  —  the  very  first  day  of 
our  journey  I  saw  my  own  need  for  a 
Savior.  I  saw  the  difference  in  head  knovvl- 

and  realized  I 
put  my  entire  life  into  the  Lord's 
hands.  My  friend  and  choir  director  John 
Langworthy  prayed  with  me  and  led  me  to

Susan  was  a  successful  mother  of  three  who  had  just  seen  her  last  child 
off  to  college.  She  had  a  perfectly  normal  life,  with  one  exception  -  she  had 
lived  with  diabetes  all  of  her  adult  life.  Her  doctors  found  Susuan  a  model 
patient,  who  always  stuck  to  a  safe  diet,  got  plenty  of  exercise  and  took  her 
insulin  like  clockwork.  But  one  day  while  tending  roses  in  her  garden,  she 
stepped  on  a  nail.  The  injury  did  not  appear  to  be  severe  and  was  not 
painful,  so  she  treated  the  wound  with  alcohol  and  forgot  about  it.  One 
morning  a  few  weeks  later,  she  noticed  blood  in  her  shower.  When  she  lifted 
her  foot,  she  was  horrified  to  find  that  the  oicl  injury  had  become  infected, 
and  the  infection  had  spread  throughout  much  of  her  foot.  Susan's  doctor 
informed  her  that  immediate  treatment  was  necessary  because  the  injury 
had  become  so  severe  she  might  soon  face  amputation  of  her  foot.  He 
referred  her  to  Baptist  Medical  Center's  Foot  Care  Program.  There,  trained 
diabetic  foot  care  specialists  worked  with  her  to  treat  her  injury.  A  proven 
care  regimen  helped  heal  the  injury  and  Susan  kept  her  foot. 

Susan's  story  has  a  happy  ending,  but  for  many  diabetic  patients  the 
news  is  not  as  good.  More  than  60,000  foot  and  lower-leg  amputations  each 
year  are  necessary  because  injuries  and  other  foot  complications  have  gone 
untreated.  Many  diabetics  experience  a  loss  of  sensation  in  their  feet,  and 
they  may  not  feel  the  normal  pain  and  discomfort  of  foot  problems.  These 
problems  can  often  become  serious  and  require  drastic  measures  to  keep 
the  feet  healthy. 

Baptist's  new  Amputation  Prevention  Technology  Program,  affiliated 
with  Hinds  Community  College,  educates  nurses  on  ways  to  prevent  and 
treat  foot  problems  in  people  with  diabetes.  Patients  receive  preventive 
foot  care  information  and  learn  how  to  inspect  their  feet  daily  for  problems.

Hebrews  10: 19-39

Draw  Near  (10:19-23).  The 
writer  of  Hebrews  advances  the 
idea  that  Jesus  opened  the  way 
to  direct  access  to  God  and  is 
thus  superior  to  the  Levitical 
sacrificial  system.  With  this  in 
mind  he  now  invites  his  readers 
to  enjoy  the  direct  access  to  God 
that  Christ  has  made  possible 
for  them.  Both  our  confidence 
and  our  access  derive  from  the 
work  of  Christ  on  the  cross  as 
indicated  by  the  phrase  "by  the 
blood  of  Jesus''  (10:19).  The 
"new  and  living  way"  (10:20) 
refers  to  Jesus  himself.  Just  as 
the  veil  separated  the  Holy 
Place  from  tne  Holy  of  Holies, 


where  the  mercy  seat 
and  the  ark  of  the 
covenant  were  located, 
even  so  a  spiritual  veil  VanHom 
separated  unholy  peo- 

{>le  from  a  perfectly  holy  God.  ho 

esus'  perfect  life  and  substitu-  Th 

tionary  death  on  Calvary's  inj 

cross  serve  to  push  aside  the  gr< 

veil  that  separates  people  from  ad 

the  presence  of  God.

The  veil  represents 
(he  very  flesh  of  Christ. 
Just  as  the  earthly  veil 
was  tom  in  two,  Jesus' 
body  was  tom  on  our 
behalf.  Jesus  became  our 
great  priest  as  a  result 
>m  (10:21).  Thus,  we  should 
draw  near  (10:22)  and 
hold  fast  our  confession  (10:23). 
The  first  action  is  one  of  draw¬ 
ing  closer  to  God,  implying 
growth  and  maturity.  The  latter 
action  is  the  result  of  a  deepen¬ 
ing  faith.  Wavering  is  the  result 
of  not  drawing  near.  As  w'e 
draw  closer  to  God  w'e  become 
faithful  even  as  he  is  faithful 
(10:23). 

Help  One  Another  (10:24- 
31).  Tne  w'riter  of  Hebrew's 
intended  for  his  epistle  to  stim¬ 
ulate  a  deeper  faith  in  Christ 
among  his  readers,  but  more 


was  needed  than  his  letter  to 
accomplish  this  goal.  Therefore 
he  encouraged  them  "to  pro¬ 
voke"  (KJV)  or  "to  stimulate" 
(NASB)  each  other  to  love  and 
good  deeds,  the  hallmarks  of 
genuine  Christian  faith.  Such 
positive  provocation  could 
only  take  place  in  the  context 
of  Christian  worship  and  fel¬ 
lowship  which  mandated  faith¬ 
ful  attendance  at  public  gather¬ 
ings  of  Christians  (10:25).  The 
dire  consequences  of  rejecting 
God's  overtures  of  love  are 
spelled  out  in  10:26-31.  The 
writer  of  Hebrews  summarizes 
his  warning  by  saying,  "It  is  a 
terrifying  thing  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  living  God" 
(10:31). 

Remember  Early  Faith 
(10:32-34).  The  readers  are 
reminded  of  when  they  first 
were  exposed  to  the  Gospel. 
The  new's  was  good  enough  to 
suffer  for  and  to  stand  with 


those  who  suffered  for  it  (10:32- 
33).  They  were  even  willing  to 
suffer  the  loss  of  personal  prop¬ 
erty  believing  that  they  had  a 
better  possession  that  would 
abide  forever  (10:34). 

Live  By  Faith  (10:35-39).  The 
concluding  verses  of  Hebrews 
10  focus  the  reader  upon  the 
necessity  of  living  by  faith. 
Biblical  faith  is  not  merely  a  one 
time  act  that  results  in  eternal 
salvation  or  even  a  mental 
assent  that  brings  perfection. 
Biblical  faith  is  an  on  going  trust 
in  God  through  Christ.  When 
this  genuine  faith  is  activated 
by  tne  initial  act  of  trusting 
Jesus,  it  continues  until  the 
believer's  spiritual  develop¬ 
ment  is  complete.  Biblical  faith 
results  in  one  doing  the  will  of 
God  (10:36)  and  in  one  not 
shrinking  back  from  the  things 
of  God  (10:38-39).

Issues  facing  society:  money 

1  Timothy  6:6-12, 17-19

Sage  advice,  such  as  "Waste 
not,  want  not''and  "The  love  of 
money  is  the  root  of  all  evil, "has 
shaped  both  our  American  and 
Christian  heritages.  These 
beliefs  sprang  from  generations 
forging  a  nation  and  combating 
idolatry,  not  from  the  "easy- 
come-easy-go,  "credit-card 
mania  of  our  present  age.  Good 
stewardship  of  both  our  time 
and  resources  are  taught 
throughout  the  Bible.  One  prin¬ 
ciple  gleaned  from  Jesus'  reed¬ 
ing  the  five  thousand  is  "Let 
nothing  be  wasted  "(John  6:12). 

In  tne  Apostle  Paul's  letter  to 
his  spiritual  son  Timothy  in 
Ephesus,  he  warned  against  con¬ 
troversial  money  practices  that 
hinder  God's  work.  Paul  often 
used  financial  terminology  in 


comparing,  such  as 
"robbed  of  the  truth" 
>r  "perverted  think- 

_ ''  II..  _ _ 1 


ing.'r  He  also-warned  England 
against  a  false  godli¬ 
ness  used  for  financial  gain. 

Today  one  can  hardly  distin¬ 
guish  the  saved  from  the 
unsaved  in  matters  of  finance. 
Indeed,  people  do  strange 
things  for  money!  How  often 
do  professionals  attend  church 
to  scout  for  business  prospects? 
How  many  attend  as  a  cover 
for  some  sinful  practice?  How 
many  donate  for  personal 
recognition?  Through  Christ  is 
the  ultimate  judge,  tne  immedi¬ 
ate  effects  produced  by  the  love 
of  money  are  evident. 

Being  Content  (6:6-8).  God  is 
the  giver  of  all  good  gifts;  he 
owns  "the  cattle  upon  a  thousand 
hills"(Psa.  50:11).  Actually,  he 


owns  the  entire  universe. 
You  and  I  are  but  brief 
sojourners  here.  God  creat¬ 
ed  us  from  dust  and  to  dust 
we  shall  return.  "We 
brought  nothing  into  this 
world,  and  we  can  take 
nothing  out"  (V.7  NTV).  We 
should  feel  as  Paul  did:  "I 
have  learned  to  be  content 
I  whatever  the  circum¬ 
stances"  (Phil.  4:11  NIV). 

Resisting  Temptations  (6:9- 
10).  Discontentment  leads  to 
many  temptations,  called  "fool¬ 
ish  and  harmful  lusts."  Two 
examples  involve  cryogenics 
(freezing  human  bodies  for 
later  revival)  and  cloning 
(duplicating  identical  persons 
by  genetic  engineering).  These 
expensive  processes  show  just 
how  discontent  people  have 
become  and  how  they  are  try¬ 
ing  to  outsmart  God  s  laws  of 
nature.  God  directs  us  to  be 
content  in  our  salvation,  and 
we  should  be! 

Another  example  of  discon¬ 
tentment  can  be  seen  in  the  casi¬ 
no  crowd.  The  lure  of  hitting  the 


big  jackpot  has  already  ruined 
countless  lives.  The  temptation 
of  easy  wealth  excites  man;  thus 
Satan  baits  his  traps.  Once  the 
foolishness  of  man  plunges  him 
into  these  sinful  acts,  he  is 
caught.  The  love  of  money 
paved  the  road  to  his  ruin. 

Pursuing  What  Matters 
(6:11-12).  Paul  addressed 
Timothy  with  a  respected  title, 
Man  of  God  one  used  in  the  Old 
Testament  for  saints  such  as 
Moses,  Samuel,  and  Elijah.  Paul 
warned  Timothy  to  flee  from 
the  enticement  of  sin,  especially 
coveting  money,  and,  instead, 
"fight  the  good  fight  of  faith." 
Paul  realized  that  pursuing  the 
six  virtues  (verse  11)  requires  a 
battle.  He  knew  this  personally 
because  of  the  persecutions  he 
was  enduring  at  the  time  of  this 
letter,  yet  he  thanked  God  for 
care  and  provisions. 

Making  Money  Serve  (6:17- 
19).  One  of  the  most  familiar 
parables  of  the  New  Testament 
describes  a  master  going  on  a 
trip  and  leaving  talents 
(money)  with  three  servants. 


When  he  returned,  he  expected 
an  increase.  On  accounting  day, 
two  servants  were  rewarded 
for  their  productivity,  but  the 
"wicked,  slothful  servant"was 
thrown  into  "outer  darkness, 
where  there  shall  be  weeping 
and  gnashing  of  teeth"(Matt. 
25:14-30).  A  good  steward  must 
prove  himself  faithful.  God  is 
glorified  when  we  use  our 
resources  wisely  for  his  sake. 

We  are  commanded  not  to  be 
arrogant  about  any  wealth  we 
may  possess.  At  best,  our  earth¬ 
ly  possessions  are  temporary. 
Remember,  the  Lord  both  gives 
and  takes  away.  As  good  stew¬ 
ards  we  should  share  willing 
and  generously.  Matthew  6:19- 
24  reminds  us  not  to  lav  up 
treasures  on  earth  but  in  heav¬ 
en,  for  where  our  treasures  are, 
there  our  hearts  will  be  also. 
Ironically,  Christians  keep  only 
what  they  give  away-tnereby, 
adding  to  their  heavenly  store¬ 
house.  Man  must  choose  his 
master:  God  or  money.

Explore  the  Bible 

Holding  firmly  to  the  gospel 

1  Corinthians  15:1-11

There  were  those  in  the 
Corinthian  church  who  did  not 
believe  in  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead.  Such  beliefs  stood 
diametrically  opposed  to  the 
good  news  of  salvation  and 
eternal  life.  In  this  passage, 
Paul  reminds  the  church  of  the 
gospel  message  and  its  implica¬ 
tions  for  their  life. 

The  Necessity  of  the 
Gospel  (15:1-2).  Paul  wrote  to 
the  church  in  Rome  that  the 
gospel  was  "the  power  of  God 
for  the  salvation  of  everyone 
...."  Now,  in  writing  to  the 
church  in  Corinth,  he  reminds 
his  readers  of  the  necessity  of 
that  gospel  in  their  own  lives. 
When  Paul  preached  the  good 


news  to  them,  they 
believed  that  truth 
and  their  lives  were 
transformed.  The  ®*' 
apostle  states  it  is  this 
message  of  the  grace  of  God 
that  saves  people  if  they  hold 
firmly  to  it. 

Paul  did  not  say  the 
Corinthian  believers  were  in 
danger  of  losing  their  salvation. 
Rather,  their  holding  fast  to  the 
truth  gave  evidence  to  the  fact 
that  they  truly  had  a  saving 
faith  and  that  the  power  of  this 
message  was  real. 

The  Definition  of  the 
Gospel  (15:3-4).  Paul  did  not 
preach  his  own  message  but 
one  given  by  a  revelation  from 
God.  The  central  focus  of  the 
gospel  is  the  atoning  work  of 


Jesus  Christ. 

First,  "Jesus  died  for 
our  sins."  The  Roman 
government  executed 
many;  however,  only 
one  gave  his  life  for  the 
sins  of  others.  All  of  the 
Old  Testament  points  to 
Jesus  and  his  sacrifice 
for  the  sins  of  mankind. 
The  Jews  should  not  have 
been  surprised  for  this 
fulfilled  hundreds  of  years  of 
prophecy. 

Secondly,  Jesus  burial  veri¬ 
fies  he  did  literally  die,  and 
was  not  just  in  a  trance  or 
coma.  Jesus  took  the  full  pun¬ 
ishment  for  sin  and  completely 
experienced  death  and  burial. 
On  the  third  day,  however, 
Jesus  was  resurrected  from  the 
dead.  Again,  Paul  notes  this 
resurrection  fulfilled  God's 
revealed  plan.  To  those  who 
had  difficulty  believing  anyone 
could  be  resurrected  from  the 
dead,  Paul  provides  a  list  of 
witnesses  wno  could  testify  to 


the  validity  of  this  momentous 
event. 

The  Witnesses  of  the 
Gospel  (15:5-8).  First,  Jesus 
appeared  to  Peter,  then  to  all 
tne  Apostles.  Some  would 
undoubtedly  argue  these  men 
all  had  a  reason  to  lie  about  the 
resurrection.  Paul  states  that 
Jesus  also  appeared  to  more 
than  five  hundred  people  at  the 
same  time!  The  gospels  do  not 
record  this  event,  but  apparent¬ 
ly  these  people  were  well 
known.  Paul  states  many  were 
still  alive  in  case  the 
Corinthians  wanted  to  question 
them  personally.  Jesus  also 
appeared  to  his  half-brother 
James  after  his  resurrection. 
Finally,  Paul  states  that  the  res¬ 
urrected  Christ  appeared  to 
him  as  well.  James  and  Paul 
would  have  no  reason  to  lie 
about  the  resurrection  because 
they  did  not  believe  that  Jesus 
was  the  Messiah  until  after  they 
saw  him  alive.  Christ's  appear¬ 
ance  to  Paul  was  even  more 


remarkable  because  he  was  one 
"abnormally  bom,"  that  is,  not 
present  with  Jesus  during  his 
earthly  ministry.  That  this 
appearance  to  Paul  should 
make  such  a  difference  in  him 
proves  the  power  of  the  Gospel. 

The  Power  of  the  Gospel 
(15:9-11).  God's  grace  trans¬ 
formed  Paul  from  one  who  per¬ 
secuted  the  church  to  one  who 

{iroclaimed  the  message  that 
esus  was  alive.  Paul  explained 
that  this  message,  whether 
preached  by  he  or  someone 
else,  had  the  power  to  change 
lives. 

Simple,  but  powerful,  the 
gospel  message  nas  stood  the 
test  of  time  and  today  there  are 
even  more  witnesses  to-  its 
power.  Believers  should  take 
the  time  to  thank  God  for  the 
grace  he  has  shown  and  com¬ 
mit  themselves  to  being  mes¬ 
sengers  of  the  good  n£ws  that 
Jesus  lives!
